REGISTRATION IN F HONGKONG, | 


‘pRacritat AND: -auroltaric! 


‘The Gazette contains the draft of 
an Ordinance to provide for the’ 
registration in Hongkong of letters 
patent granted in. tho United 
Kingdom. 

It is explained that’ this Bill is- 
introduced in order to carry. out 
the recommendations of the British 
Empire - Patent Conference, 1922, 
and of the Imperial Economic Con- 


ference, 1923, The bill has-been. 
adapted. with slight alterations, 
from n draft model Ordinance pre- 
pared by the Board of Trade. The 
See retary of State’ lays yrent stress, 
on the necessity for the simplest 
possible procedure and on, - the 
dedi ra bility™ OE the grewtest Posie" 
uniformity ‘In the legislation re- 
quired to'give effect to the scheme. 
‘ The general intention of - the, 
seheme is to provide for a practical. 
ly automatic registration in the 
various Crown ‘Colonles and Pro- 
tectorates, upon application, of 
‘patents. granted in the United 
Kingdom, Broadly: speaking, this 
Is the intention, of our’ present 
Patents Ordinance, but: the proce- 
dure under ,the bill is .somewhut 
simpler. It: will also be ;cheaper. 
Section 11 of the piesent Oxdin-, 
tince,, 1892! provides for 4 certain 
provisional protection in the Colony 
pending ‘the grant. of Letters 
Patent: inthe United Kingdom, 
‘This provision will:disappear from 
our'statute book, but it appears. to 
have -been of “very little practical 
use, : ‘ 

The “Seeyetary of State has 
emphasised the necessity for keen- 
ing the .fee for registration to 
approximately £1, Rule 4, of the 
draft -of. tae. rules, to be made by 
the Registrur under the Ordinance 
contains the tablé of fees, = The 
fee on registration of a patent will, 
ve $5) and as $8. stamp duty’ will 


"be payable on the statutory declara- 


tion which must accompany the 
application for. registration, the 
cost af obtaining registration of a 
patent will be’$8, In addition the 
applicant will have ta bear the cos’ 
of advertising in-the Gazefte the" 
issue.of the certificate of registra- 
tion. The expense of this will 
edepend | on the length of the adver- 
tisement, the averdge'-cost being 
probably about $7 to $12.' The cost 
of getting any assignment or trans- 
mission of interest. entered on the 
register will be $5 + $3 == $8. In 
‘this. cnde no advortigement will be 
required, ‘but of course ir the case 
of an assignment stamp duty, 
ie., $10, will have to be paid on 
the assignment, Searches .and 
' vertified :copies will cost the same, 
‘as under the existing law. 

“Clause 14 of the Bill postpones 
the commencement of the Ordinance 
until the 1st January, 1926.
